Congressmen at Keokuk confirmed 
the report that they. are considering a 
‘general act to regulate the rates, earn- 
ings and operation of water power com- 
panies throughout the country, and in- 
dicated the Keokuk investigation would 
be the entering wedge for the conserva- 
tion movement in this field. 

Chairman W. C. Adamson of Georgia 
and Congressman John J. Esch of Wis- 
.consin, and Fred Stevens of Minnesota, 
were the subcommittee that visited Keo- 
kuk. The immediate purpose of the 
visit was to investigate the construc- 
tion of concrete piers in the center of 
‘the forebay leading to the lock and. dry 
dock of the dam, for a railroad bridge 
which will utilize the top of the dam.

CARTHAGE, Mo., Jan. 12—R. S. 
Chenoweth, secretary of the Carthage 
Gate Co., is one of 20 heirs to the 


estate valued at about $15,000,000 of the 
late William Jennings of England. Cheno- 
weth has just received a letter from 
Lord Curzon, manager of the estate 
indicating that a settlement may be 
expected at an early date. 

The property includes a vast country 
estate which has been in the Jenn- 
ings family for hundreds of years, aa 
Well as several business blocks in the 
heart of London,.and other extensive 
holdings.

the traffic. He said the owners were 
ready to rebuild the superstructure 
to handle modern railroad equipment. 
Water Sometimes Is Low. 

The main complaint against inter- 
ference with navigation is not due 
to the presence of the unauthorized 
bridge piers in the forebay, but to 
the lack of water below the dam. 
Many protests were filed last summer 
by the Strekfus Line and others 
when their boats were held up from 
two to 12 hours, stranded on the river 
bottom, until the dam officials would 
open the sluices and release enough 
water to float. them. 

The War Department issued a per- 
mit to the dam operators, outlining 
the rules for storing and releasing 
water, but in practice, although the 
dam officials assert they have ob- 
served.these rules strictly, the river 
channel has not always been kept 
open below the dam. 5

the present political system that pays 
rewards for party service, and at the 
same times cripples the public service 
by giving inefficient men municipal jobs, 

Louis P. Aloe, formerly a member 
of the Republican City Committee, who 
has practical knowledge Of the inside 
workings of political organizations, 
made the motions for the adoption of 
the two provisions accepted Monday 
night. Aloe said he knew he would 
“catch h—1 from the boys,” but added 
that he knew he was right in advo- 
cating a plan to prevent party com- 
mitteemen from holding municipal of- 
fices. Every member of the Board of 
as pasion voted for the two proposi- 

ons brought up by Aloe. 

The board also determined that the 
official name of this city shall be “St. 
Louis,” and not Saint Louis.“ 

Secretary Wiibur B. Jones presented 
a statement to the board, which showed 
that the city has been struggling along 
for nearly 100 years first as Saint 
Louis” and then as “St. Louis.“ In the 
territorial days the town was known 
as St. Louis, and in 1808 territorial laws 
were passed authorizing: the in¢orpora- 
tion of the town of St. Louis.” 

But when the city was.incorporated 
Dec. 9, 1822, it was incorporated as 
the “City of Saint Louis.“ In 1832 leg- 
islative acts were passed -referring to 
the city as “St. Louis,“ but the city 
became officially St. Louis“ in 1839 
when a new charter was adopted. It 
has been continued as St. Louis since 
that time. 

“St, Louis” Finally Decided Upon. 

The proposed charter of 1910 referred 
to the city as Saint Louis. Chairman 
McDonald of the board said that if the 
1910 charter had been adopted there 
would have been no city to apply it to. 
Thomas J. Rowe insisted that the Mis- 
souri Constitution fixed the name of the 
city as St. Louls, and the board had 
no power to change the name. The 
vote for “St. Louis“ was unanimous. 

The board also decided that munici- 
pal elections shall be held the first 
Tuesday in April, as under the present 
charter. It was also agreed that the 
President of the City Council should 
be elected by the people, instead of be- 
ing selected from one of the 28 mem- 
bers of the Assembly, to be provided for 
by the charter when it shall be writ- 
ten. With a President, the legislative 
body will consist of 29 members. 

The terms of all elective officers are 
to be four years, including members . : 
the Assembly. The board also decided 
that members of the Assembly shall he 
at least 2 years old, and shall have 
lived in.the city at least three years 
prior to their election. 

Freeholder Langeman wanted to put in 
a provision requiring that members 
should be land owners. He insisted that 
a man who was not able to own nis 
home was unfit for service as a munici- 
pal law maker. If he could not handle 
his own affairs successfully enough to 
accumulate some property, he would not 
have capacity to legislate successfully 
for the city, Langeman declared. As the 
State Legislature has enacted a statute 
prohibiting cities from requiring prop- 
erty qualifications for Assemblymen, 
Langeman’s proposition was not voted 


upon.

Union Labor Statements. 
“While from my necessarily limited 
experience I do not have the fullest in- 
formation, and therefore de not pre- 
tend to speak ‘with authority, I am 
obliged to dissent from many of your 
conclusions, especially that the condi- 
tions of the working people are worse 
now than they have been in the past. 
On the contrary, I am convinced, not 
alone from a study of official investi- 
gations and the views of experienced 
social workers, but from the testimony 
of the representatives of labor to whom 
I have referred—men whom the great 
mass of the working people of our coun- 
try have authorized to speak for them— 
that the condition of the laboring people 
has greatly improved during the last 
few generations. 

“Confirmatory of this; from the stand- 
point of organized labor, are statements 
made in the American Federationist, the 
official organ of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, for September and Oc- 
tober, 1913, and January, 1914. I take 
pleasure in sending you forthwith coptes 
of these articles, two of which, you will 
note, contain. a symposium showing in 
part the actual improvement in the 
various crafts in 1912. The third shows 
what are regarded by the workers as 
the gains in national and State legisia- 
tion during the year 1912. 


Increase im Wages. 

But most impressive of all, it seems 
to me, is the testimony to the progress 
of the working people contained in the 
statement of the Executive Council 
of the American Federation of Labor 
to the annual convention at Seattle last 
November. These are the views of men 


for millions of Anrerican wage-earners: 
Not only has there been progress 
made in, numbers, but for the in- 
creasing numbers there have been in- 
crease in wages, shortening of ths 
workday, improvement in sanitary 
and general conditions under which 
the work is done; better protection 
for the life and health of the work- 
ers. These are fundamental factors 

in determining the standard of liv- 

ing prevailing among working peo- 

ple—the greater proportion of all 
the people. The test of the degree 
of civilization of any nation is the 
standard of living generally prevail- 
ing. There can be no question of 
. the statement that the general 
standard of living among Americans 
has been raised year after year. 

The things which today dre held 

to be necessities were — lux - 

uries a decade ago. 

J am unable to see how anyone can 
read such a statement and consider 
carefully the material I am sending 
you and still assert that we are mov- 
ing today with the speed of an ava- 
lanche into one of the most terrific 
cataclysms in the history of mankind.

Incidental to that issue, however, it appears 
that two State officers, both ex-officio members 
of the Board on Permanent Seat of Government 
which selected the State Capitol Building Com- 
mission, showed a remarkable interest in the 
choice of an indemnity company to guarantee the 
faithful execution of the terms of the contract. 
The premium on this huge bond is said to have 
amounted to $36,000. 

_One contractor, who ‘claims to have been the 
lowest bidder, charges that State Auditor J. P. 
Gordon and Secretary of State Cornelius Roach 
called on him before the award of the contract 
to urge that he should not retain his bond with 
the Equitable Surety Co., the only Missouri com- 
pany engaged in this form of indemnity, but 
should make another and specific selection. He 
refused. 

The same State officers are charged with mak- 
ing the same proposal to the firm which claims 
to have been next to the lowest bidder. This 
firm also refused. It is further charged that the 
firm which was actually awarded the contract 
found itself unable to change the bond it had al- 
ready secured, but arranged matters so that a 
$12,000 agency fee was divided among persons in 
whose behalf the State officers had shown this 


curious solicitude. 

Why should any indemnity wnderwriters have 
the powerful aid of State officers in obtaining 
clients? This is business that should be placed 
on strict business principles. The public can 
have no hesitancy in censuring the quality of 
such acts on the part of State officers. They are 


highly improper acts. 

The fact that the State officers are members 
of the board to which the Building Commission- 
ers owe their jobs adds to the flagrancy of the 
offense. Even though, so far as the actual award- 
ing of the big contract is concerned, there was 
nothing wrong, such acts give rise to suspicion 
and create a presumption of evil where even the 
appearance of evil should be avoided.

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AMERICAN MOTOR CARS ABROAD. 
Differences of opinion make markets as well 
as horse races. Witness the fact that during the 
past fiscal year 25,286 American motor cars, worth 
$26,102,984, were sold in foreign countries. Most 
of the countries in which these cars were sold have 
automobile factories of their own. France, for 
example, bought 824 American cars, and the 
French claim to have topped the heap in produc- 
ing these vehicles. Germany imported 849, En- 
gland, Scotland and Ireland 3975, Italy 331, Russia 
580, Sweden 256. 

British provinces were the largest customers. 
Canada bought 7212, Australasia 3659, British 
Africa 1308, British India 439. 

Latin-American countries took a good many, 
Argentina leading with 1062, Brazil following with 
987, Mexico 235, Cuba 223, Uruguay 209, Colombia 
110, Venezuela 104, Chile only 78. 

The Philippines naturally led the buying in 
Asia, with 560, against 333 to Japan and 89 to 
China. 

All told, the cars made in American factories 
found their way into 82 political subdivisions, in 
every quarter of the globe. And (after making 
an due reservations concerning its sins kere at home), 
we set it down with some pardonable pride that, 
wherever they went, they found the agency of an 
American company waiting to supply them with 
gasoline—sometimes, alas (the result of compe- 
tition), at a price far below what the same com- 
pany exacts from its American customers. 
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The die for the buffalo nickel having hoon re- 
cut and the buffalo given some grass to stand in, 
the Boston Globe pronounces it an improvement 
“as a work of art and a medium of exchange,” 
but it will not buy a bit more walking across the 
Eads Bridge. 
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MORE FIELD GUNS FOR MILITIA.

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SOUND PUBLIO POLIOY. 

The argument against amending the 1905 bill- 
board law on ground that sound public policy 
forbids it is unanswerable. The law having been 
passed and the Courts having approved it after 
eight years of litigation, it would be folly for 
the city authorities to change it without trial, 
merely because the billboard companies who 
have unsuccessfully fought the law want changes. 

Public policy and public interest demand tle 
enforcement of the present law. If its enforce- 
ment proves that it works unnecessary hardship 
on the billboard companies, reasonable amend- 
ments will be in order. But there is at present 
no evidence that the law is not a fair adjust- 
ment of public requirements and private inter- 
ests. Let the measure be enforced. 
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CALVIN M. WOODWARD. 

The force of a single idea was never better 
illustrated than in the life of Prof. Calvin M.

May the industrial world see in coming years 
more such startling demonstrations as that at the 
Ford plant, where men rioted, not because of inhu- 
man treatment or the lack of wages enough to live 
on, but over a recognition of their right to a defi- 
nite and larger part of-the values to whose produc- 
tion they contribute. 
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HARRY THAW’S INTELLECTUAL TRIUMPH. 
When a man is sane enougn to be declared 
perfectly sane by a Federal Judge, it behooves 
average men to quit looking askance at the sus- 
pect and lift their hats in respect. 
There are a great many persons who flatter 
themselves they are sound in mind, but could not 
prove it to a Federal Judge. Most juries are 
foolish. The witnesses are evidently crazy, and 
the Prosecuting Attorney has a very faulty in- 
telligence, to say the least. In the opinion of the 
Federal Judge there is just about one man on 
earth who is possessed of a full set of mental 
faculties in good working order and modesty 
would prevent him ‘from saying who that is. To 
avoid the danger of falling into contempt of 
court, we will admit that he is right. 
The greatest trouble with this world is that 
there are so few perfectly sane people in it. If 
everybody was perfectly sane everybody would 
play a flawless game of bridge, there would be no 
automobile accidents, panics, misunderstandings, 
indigestion, railroad wrecks, drunkenness, ‘fires, 
crimes or other follies, and the necessity for Fed- 
eral jurisprudence would largely disappear. 
Harry Thaw's triumph appears the more lumi- 
nous and gratifying in a deranged world which 
has far to go to attain a well-ordered mentality 
and perfect poise. 
THE COLORADO WAY. 
Colorado State troops, serving the mine owners, 
have again arrested 82-year-old “Mother” Jones 
at Trinidad, where she went to address the strik- 
ing miners.

road, Maplewood, on the ground that 
they had kept open on Sunday. They 
applied to the County Court. Thg coun- 
ty Judges, Wiethaupt, Wilmas and 
Buerman, decided that they had no 
jurisdiction. 

Jackson and Hornberg applied 90 the 
Cireuit Court for writs of mandamus 
to compel the County Court to issue 
licenses to them. The county Judges, 
ignoring Lashly, their legal adviser, 
filed an answer through B. L. Matthews, 
setting forth that they belleved« the 
saloonmen should have licenses, but 
they had no right to issue them and in- 
timating that the law was unconstitu- 
tional.
